Missionaries in ‘Koren, the Seoul Press| 
(which is! edited by a “Tnpancso) writes:

It in not, denied that there may possibly 


have buen: scine-nien among Christian 
missionaries who in times past nay havo’ 
been betrayed into acts hardly reconcilablo 
with the riature of their mission. It is 
indeed a well knowa fact. that, on one 
occasion some years ago, the Government 
Jat Washington had to instruct ita repro- 
sentative heré'to warn tho American mis- 
sionaries in this country against mixing. 
thomselves up in‘political affnirs, And in 
juslice to them, it has to be remernbered 
that, in countries. cursed with a weak and 
corrupt government, thore are somo- 
jmes~cazes-whore_interference with what: 
ought, strictly speaking, Wo lie outside the 
doinin of religious activity, is apparently 
required hy consideratlons of’ humanity, 

And transition from such acts of jus ifinbic 
interference to acts of more dubious 
charactor is easy and probably unavoidable 
in ill-governed countrics. It is quite 
concgivable‘ that, for some time after the 

inauguration of the present order of things, 

there nay. have been a tendency on the 

part of a section of missionaries to regard 

the change with anything but favour.
